One of th e proponents of th e gasoline tax pro­ 
posal upon wh ich Nebraska votes in th e Novem­ 
ber election was visiting on th e teleph one. 
“It will be up to th e next legislature,” h e sug­ 
gested, “to decide wh eth er a cent of gasoline 
tax now utilized for old age assistance will be 
spent upon construction of new h igh ways.” 
In oth er words, th e proposal before th e voters 
is directed against diversion of any of th e gasoline 
tax money for any purpose except h igh way de­ 
velopment. 
Th e legislature could provide th at 
all of th e five cents of gasoline tax sh all go to 
th e roads, in wh ich event new sources of revenue 
will h ave to be tapped for th e support of old age 
assistance, with out any reduction in th e gasoline 
taxes. 
Or it could simply abolish th e tax now 
devoted to old age assistance. 
It is th is wh ich is apt to inject confusion. 
Possibly h undreds of voters may believe th at 
by favoring th e proposal, automatically th e gaso­ 
line tax drops a cent a gallon. 
Th at is not nec­ 
essarily so unless legislative action follows. 
Pity th e poor voter. 
At th e present time, h e is going to be called 
upon to pass judgment on so many propositions 
h e will be h ard put to understand h alf of th e issues 
upon wh ich h e is voting.

Secretary of State Frank Marsh Tuesday re­ 
ported h e h ad approximately 35,000 applications 
from men in th e armed services for ballots to be 
cast in th e November election. 
Th ose figures rath er effectually dispose of th e 
old argument th at th e soldier did not want to vote 
—an argument advanced by th e opponents of a 
federal ballot. 
Under th e law, men in th e armed 
services may procure ballots by applications re­ 
ceived virtually up to election day itself. 
Th ese 
ballots must be voted by midnigh t of th e day of 
election, and th en th e Nebraska law gives th e 
counting boards 23 days in wh ich to canvass th e 
results of th e soldier ballots. 
In oth er words, any 
ballot returned with in 23 days of th e November 
7 election is to be counted. 
In th e case of close contests in Nebraska, th e 
outcome sh ould be known by th e opening days 
of December or well in advance of Ch ristmas. 
A few years ago, th e American people got rid 
of th e Lame Duck congress. 
Its little twin broth er, all dressed up in a brand 
new suit, is back with us again under th e soldier 
voting laws adopted to preserve th e doctrine of 
state righ ts.

It is but natural th at th e people in th e towns 
and counties reach ed 
by th e Scribner-Oakdale 
branch of th e North Western railroad sh ould feel 
h igh ly gratified th at th at portion of th e line de­ 
stroyed by recent floods is to be rebuilt. 
Th ey h ave depended upon it'for certain serv­ 
ice and with out it th ey would be under great dis­ 
advantage. 
It must be understood, h owever, th at 
th e maintenance of th ese branch es present a real 
problem. 
It must be self evident th at th e respon­ 
sible officers of th e rail corporations would be 
only too glad to keep th e lines in operation if th ey 
were money-makers, as th ey were up to th e time 
th at motor veh icles took away th e greater part of 
th eir revenue. 
Passenger traffic on such lines is 
now practically non-existent, wh ile trucks carry 
most of th e local freigh t. 
Still, th e lines are needed—are practically es­ 
sential for some classes of freigh t; and th e taxes 
also come in very h andy. 
It is a real problem. 


In A D em ocra cy 
Rich ard Wilson, h ead of th e Wash ington bu­ 
reau of th e republican Des Moines Register, wh o 
is accompanying Governor Dewey on h is present 
cross-country campaign trip, writes amazingly of 
th e trip th us far;

If you will advise th e folks at my office, th ey 
will communicate with me and I sh all use 
every effort to be on h and for any session 
th at contemplates taking final action.

Th e latest report on British casualties cover­ 
ing th e complete stretch of five years of war will 
prove illuminating to th e American people. 
Th ey were 1,09 1,628 . 
Th e break-down, as of September 1, 1944, sh ows 
casualties in all ranks of th e empire forces of 
9 25.9 63; civilian air raid casualties of 132,09 2 and 
merch ant seamen casualties of 33,573. 
By way of contrast, th e main portion of th ese 
empire casualties fall upon th e peoples of th e 
h ome islands, Australia and Canada with an ag­ 
gregate population of less th an 65 millions. 


A DISEASE CAUSED BY 
INFECTED TICKS 
I h ave been requested by th e 
editor of th e High Point, North 
Carolina, “Enterprise’’ to discuss 
Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever. 
He states th at th ere h ave been 
several 
cases 
reported 
in 
h is 
neigh borh ood. Th is points up th e 
warning th at it is no longer an 
exclusively Rocky Mountain dis­ 
ease. It h as now been reported 
in 42 states, th e exceptions being 
th e 
New 
England 
states 
and 
Mich igan. Th e average numbec. of 
cases occurring each year in th e 
United States is probably in ex­ 
cess of 600. 
Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever 
is an acute, infectious, but not 
contagious, disease, transm itted to 
h uman beings exclusively by bites 
from infected ticks. 
Varieties of Ticks. 
Th ere are several varieties of 
wood ticks wh ich can transm it th e 
disease—th e common dog tick and 
rabbit tick among th em. Human 
beings pick up th e ticks wh en 
th ey are in th e woods or garden 
or possibly from domestic animals. 
Th e ticks transm it th e virus, or 
germ, of Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever to h umans, or oth er animals, 
w’h en th ey bite. Th ey also become 
infected th emselves by biting an 
infected 
animal. 
After 
feeding 
th ey fall off th e h ost and seek 
sh elter in th e bush es and attach 
th emselves to man or animal as 
h e passes by. 
Ticks carry th e virus of th e dis­ 
ease for long periods. After h iber­ 
nation in th e spring th e virus in 
th eir bodies is attenuated and a 
bite at th is time does not produce 
infection in a victim. But in th e 
course of th e summer th e virus 
becomes activated in th e tick’s 
body, and it is th en dangerous. 
Th e symptoms of Rocky Moun­ 
tain 
Spotted Fever in h umans 
come on abruptly with fever and 


usually a h ard ch ill. 
Headach e 
and muscle ach e are very severe. 
On th e second to fourth day th e 
eruption appears with th ickly dis­ 
tributed 
red, 
sometimes 
raised, 
spots on th e feet, legs, h ands and 
arms first, later th e entire body. 
Complete prostration and mental 
confusion are common. 
Prevention would be possible if 
all wood ticks could be destroyed, 
but th at is impossible. Th ose wh o 
h ave to go in wooded country 
wh ere Spotted Fever is known to 
occur sh ould wear h eavy overall 
cloth ing, 
wrapped 
around 
th e 
body so tick attach ment is impos­ 
sible. No successful tick repellent 
is known. A tick fever vaccine 
h as been used successfully as a 
preventive.
